Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH 
The ninety-fifth annual meeting of the Lancashire and 
Cheshire Branch was held in the Town Hall, Altrincham, on 
June 24th, the Branch having been the guests of the Mid- 
Cheshire Division at lunch in the Unicorn Hotel prior to the 
meeting. The chair was taken by the president, Mr. Ravtpus, 
and there were about seventy members present. 

After the annual report of the Branch Council and the 
financial statement tor 1930 had becn approved, Mr. Ralphs 
introduced as president for the coming year Dr. R. M. 
MANWARING-WHITE, who delivered the presidential address. 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 

Dr. Manwaring-White entitled his address ‘‘ Retrospective, 
introspective, and prospective,’’ and gave, in the first 
place, a rapid review of the history of medicine from the 
pre-Hippocratic era down to recent times. He touched on 
Greek, Roman, and Egyptian medicine, mentioning how well 
ihe specialisms were exemplified in ancient Egypt, where 
every physician, according to Herodotus, adopted a particular 
specialty. Hindu medicine was also mentioned, in particular 
the legends of Jivaka, one of which appeared to foreshadow 
radiology, by describing certain plants which had the eflect 
of illuminating the interior of the body. The knowledge of 
medicine in Islam at about a.p. 1000 reached a very high 
standard, with its detailed pathology, Then came the great 
contributions of the medical schools of Europe, and presently, 
in this country, the work of Harvey, and after him of 
Sydenham, and then of Hunter (whom the speaker described 
as one of the greatest physicians in English history, although 
far better known as anatomist and surgeon). The work of 


Lister was also described, and then the recent ad 3 
gynaecology, in neurology, and in bacteriological qj 
-The conquest of malaria, the work on immunity, the estab, 
lishment of organotherapy, the discovery of insulin, the j 
treatment of pernicious anaemia, and other great aq 
were briefly touched upon, while in surgery it was Mentioned 
how the technique of brain surgery, abdominal SUTgery, ang 
orthopaedics had been perfected, : 
The speaker then turned to consider the work on rag; 
and especially the method of implantation of radon seeds ; 
malignant growth, in which he himself had been spec : 
interested. Mr. H. S. Souttar’s work in this connexion he 
said, had made it possible for radon treatment to be carr 
out by the general practitioner who did surgery, and who took 
the necessary steps to master the technique. The methag 
was readily applicable to growths of the cervix and body of 
the uterus, of the rectum, the mouth, and the tonsils, and, 
special devices, of the oesophagus. Dr. Manwaring-White gig 
that his own practice in this respect had been so limited that 
he mentioned it with diffidence, consisting as it did only of 
four inoperable cases which had come under his care dup 
the last ten months. He was, however, constrained {) 
mention it in order to impress upon the members the ease-ang 
apparent effectiveness of the method. The first case was on 
of carcinoma of the cervix. The patient had been bedridden 
for three weeks, with constant haemorrhagic discharge, Thy 
cervix was an ulcerating mass, the size of a tangerine Orange, 
Radon seeds were introduced, and within two months the 
discharge had cleared up and the cervix entirely healed. 
Within another month the patient appeared quite well, anj 
had attended a dance ; there was no uterine tenderness, ang 
the uterus was almost normal in mobility. A second cag 
was one of carcinoma of the breast of over twelve monthg 
duration. The skin was ulcerated, and glands were 
palpable in the axilja and along the course of the axillary 
vein. Radon seeds were introduced according to the method 
of Gask and Keynes ; the operation was followed by acute 
neuritis, which gradually subsided, and within six weeks the 
ulcer had healed. A small lump was palpable in the breast, 
but the axillary glands could no longer be felt. The thin 
case was one of secondary malignant glands above the clavicle, 
which had resisted x-ray treatment for twelve months ; théy 
had followed removal of schirrous breast two yeas 
previously, and by pressure had caused complete paralysis 
of the arm, with severe neuritis. Ten seeds, each containing 
two millicuries, were placed in position in and around th 
mass of glands in the supraclavicular region. Within two 
months the whole mass of glands had entirely disappeared, 
except for a very hard lump the size of a walnut, and the 
condition four months afterwards (in May last) showed thatia 
the supraclavicular region there remained an induration, bit 
no glands and no swelling other than that caused by sa 
tissue. The intense neuritis had entirely gone, but ther 
remained an aching of the hand and still complete loss o 
power. The fourth case was one of carcinoma of the rectum} 
here, although there was local improvement, there wert 
secondary deposits in the liver, and the patient died. 
Finally, Dr. Manwaring-White discussed some _ phases 
modern practice. The great industrial movement of modem 
times, he said, had had its effect upon the calling of the 
medical man. The family doctor had to some extent ds 
appeared under the stress of competition, but it was to the 
credit of modern medicine that, intense competition notwitk 
standing, thousands of physicians had continued to practist 
their profession along the old honourable lines, giving largely 
and nobly of their time to the poor. The National Insurane 
Act more than anything else had commercialized the prof 
sion, and since its introduction there had been some tendeny 
on the part of the public to look down on the general pract 
tioner, who was considered good enough to attend ti 
domestic staff, but not good enough for the rest of the hous 
hold—this in spite of the fact that the profession had inereas# 
in efficiency to a remarkable extent. On the other hand, i 
the scheme for the general medical service for the nati 
brought forward by the British Medical Association, ti 
general practitioner was the backbone of the arrangement, 
the whole scheme was built up around him. Whatever migit 
be the future of the profession, the speaker felt that #

CONFERENCE OF CONSULTING 
PATHOLOGISTS 


INSURANCE COMMITTEES AND LABORATORY DIAGNOSTIC 
SERVICES 


The annual conference of members of the Consulting 
Pathologists | Group of the Association was held at the 
Association House, Tavistock Square, on May 30th, with 
Professor I. WALKER HAL of Bristol in the chair. 

Dr. J. G. GRrrenrieLp, chairman of the Group Com- 
mittee, presented a report on the work of the committee 
since the last conference. He described the measures 
which had been taken in connexion with the scheme 
evolved by the Group Committee for the circulation of 
lists of consulting pathologists throughout the country 
able and willing to furnish pathological services at certain 
fees for insured persons and their dependants. A list of 
the pathological laboratories willing to provide such 
services had been issued to Divisions of the Association 
and to Local Medical and Panel Committees, and a leading 
article on the arrangements had appeared in the Journal 
(May 2nd, 1931), with a note in the Supplement on the 
same date. All possible steps had been taken by the 
Association to draw the attention of general practitioners 
throughout the country to the scheme. The committee 
had now under consideration the desirability of obtaining 
comparative figures from hospitals in various areas, 
showing the cost of pathological services per bed or per 
in-patient and per out-patient. The committee had also 
been in consultation with the Insurance Acts Committee 
as to the utilization of hospital laboratories by insurance 
committees. In one area of the country an arrangement 
had been in operation for some years whereby the 
insurance committee paid to a voluntary hospital an 
annual subscription in consideration for which the hospital 
furnished gratuitously reports on pathological specimens 
forwarded to it by insurance practitioners throughout the 
committee’s area. As far back as 1928 the Insurance 
Acts Committee drew the attention of the Ministry of 
Health to the arrangement, as it did not desire that any 
pathological scheme, if and when inaugurated, should be 
prejudiced by the launching of separate schemes having 
no connexion with one another. The Ministry assured the 
Association that if and when a complete pathological 
service for insured persons was introduced, full weight 
would be given to the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission, which were in conformity with the desires of 
the Group Committee. During the discussions on this 
matter the question of the legality of the arrangement 
in the area referred to was raised, and it was stated on 
behalf of the Ministry that while it was quite legal under 
Section 26 of the Act of 1924, a clause would be intro- 
duced into the amending Bill, 1928, which would prevent 
the continuance of the arrangement. Information was 
later received from the Ministry that the effect of 
Section 4 of what: had then become the Act of 1928 
would be to preclude an insurance committee from making 
a donation to a hospital in consideration of any return 
for such donation. Quite recently, however, the Ministry 
had informed the Insurance Acts Committee that the most 
important of these arrangements—namely, those made by 
the Lancashire Insurance Committee, had been found by 
the legal adviser not to be inconsistent with this Section 
of the amending Act, and the Minister had accordingly 
felt that he had no alternative but to consent to their 
continuance. This consent had been limited in duration 
to the year 1931, and the Lancashire committee had been 
told that if it wished to continue a payment of this 
nature after 1931 it must give notice in good time. The 
object was, of course, to make sure that no change in the 
local position occurred without the Minister becoming 
aware of it. 

Certain members of the conference stated that the 
Lancashire Insurance Committee had now intimated its 
willingness to make use of other laboratories in the county 
in the matter of the provision of vaccines. The conference 
expressed the opinion that the situation in Lancashire 


should be carefully watched, though it did not see ipo - 
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anything more could be done at present. The report of 
the committee was then approved. 


Eligibility for Membership of the Group 
Dr. S. C. Dyke proposed an alteration in the resolution 
governing membership of the Group. The resolution runs: 


“That the Consulting Pathologists Group be composed of 
members of the Asscciation (not being members of the pubiic 
-health service) who are working in an institution or private 
pathological laboratory engaged in examining and reporting 
on specimens for clinical purposes.”’ 


Dr. Dyke now proposed that the words “ not being 
members of the public health service ’’ should be deleted. 
He pointed out that the passing of the Local Government 
Act, 1929, was likely to lead to the creation of a larger 
number of municipal hospitals than hitherto existed, and 
he thought it would be unwise that pathologists in the 
employment of local authorities should be barred from 
membership of the Group, particularly as there was likely 
to be a great increase in the numbers of such practitioners. 
Dr. A. RensHaw and Dr. GREENFIELD, while agreeing to 
the proposal, felt that the membership of the Group 
should be confined to those in the public health services 
who were in bona fide control of the municipal patho- 
logical department. The Deputy MepicaL SECRETARY 
(Dr. Anderson) reminded the conference that one of the 
original objects of the formation of the Group was to 
safeguard the position of private consulting pathologists 
in view of the setting up of municipal pathological 
laboratories. A resolution had been passed by the Repre- 
sentative Body in 1928 expressing an opinion as to the 
limits of the work undertaken by such laboratories in this 
respect. If the constitution of the Group were altered it 
would require an amendment of the Representative Body’s 
resolution. Dr. Dyke still felt that some modification of 
the kind he had proposed was desirable, because the whole 
complexion of pathological practice had been changed with 
the greater powers given to local authorities in connexion 
with council hospitals. 

After some further discussion, the conference pro- 
pounded the following new definition of membership of 
the Group for consideration by the appropriate committee 
or committees of the Association before any alteration of 
the existing constitution of the Group was recommended 
to the Council: 


‘* That the Consulting Pathologists Group be composed of 
members of the Association who are working in a laboratory 
attached to a hospital or privately owned, and are engaged 
in examining and reporting on specimens for general clinical 
purposes, either for institutions or private medical practi- 
tioners.”’ 


The following were elected members of the Group Com- 
mittee for 1931-32: Dr. S. C. Dyke, Dr. G. L. Eastes, 
Dr. J. G. Greenfield, Professor I. Walker Hall, Dr. A. 
Renshaw, and Dr. A. F. S. Sladden. 


National Insurance 
SCOTTISH CONFERENCE OF APPROVED 
SOCIETIES 


At the annual meeting of the Scottish Conference of 
Approved Societies, held on June 27th, Mr. JoHN JEFFREY, 
Secretary of the Department of Health for Scotland, said 
that the great question affecting national health insurance 
at the present time was the effect produced on finance 
and future prospects by the continued trade depression. 
In this connexion approved societies had raised the ques- 
tion whether the arrangements in force to secure benefits 
for the unemployed members were not placing an undue 
charge on contributing members. Legislation, he thought, 
would be required to deal with the rapid increase of 
claims, which was threatening the future of the whole 
scheme. The conciusion reached by recent investigations 
into sickness and disablement claims was that much of 
the increase in benefit expenditure during the last ten 
years had been due to claims made by persons who did

not satisfy the statutory condition of bei ¢ incapell 
work.

It might give an ansye 
to some important problems, such as the prevalence of 
sickness among particular occupational groups of. worker 
also to such questions as why a married woman shoul 
require six days more on an average to recover from ap 
illness than a single woman, and why the average duration 
of incapacity should be very much longer in the mor 
isolated areas of the country than in the populous centre 
In regard to maternal mortality, he remarked that som 
diseases which fifty years ago actually claimed a heavy 
toll of the community had, through the advance of 
medical science, lost much of their virulence, and ing 
few instances had practically disappeared, yet it was said 
that maternal mortality and illness consequent upon child. 
bearing were on the increase. The problem of safer 
motherhood called for national effort. Referring to the 
scheme propounded by the British “Medical Association 
for a General Medical Service for the Nation, Mr. J 
said that he was opposed to a State medical service, which 
would mean the establishment of a system of State 
medical clinics and the disappearance of the approved 
societies. 


DEFINITION OF SURGICAL OPERATION 

At a recent meeting of the Staffordshire Panel and Local 
Medical Committee, presided over by Dr. Hopper, a 
claim for emergency treatment was submitted by a practi- 
tioner in which the fee was recoverable from a neigh- 
bouring practitioner. The service rendered was stated as 
““the removal of a foreign body from an eye, cocaine 
drops being instilled,’’ and the claim made as for “a 
surgical operation under a local anaesthetic.’’ Several 
members objected to the service being accepted as an 
operation. Similar doubts having arisen in respect to 
previous claims, both for operations and for the setting of 
fractures, Dr. T. M. Trspetts gave notice that he should 
raise the question of the legitimacy of these claims at 
the next meeting. 

At the adjourned discussion Dr. Tibbetts opened by 
reviewing the meaning of the term “‘ surgical operation.” 
He submitted that in the relation under discussion it was 
meant to cover only such formal procedures as in the 
ordinary textbook sense would be described as operations. 
Minor performances—such as the incision of a superficial 
abscess, the application of a tourniquet, ligaturing a 
vessel in a small wound, or suturing of a small wound, 
tooth extraction, ordinary catheterization, the removal of 
a foreign body from an eye or of wax from an eaf— 
should not so rank. Local anaesthetics, whether by 
spraying, local application, or infiltration must be cot 
sidered in relation to the operation performed. Should 
any doubt exist in the minds of the Scrutinizing Sub 
committee as to the legality of the claim, it should bk 
investigated by the full committee. After discussion, the 
committee agreed to the principle involved, and its 
decision was embodied in the minutes. 

Dr. Tibbetts then called attention to the question 
emergency treatment of fractures and_ dislocations.

This was adopted by a unanimous vote, and the 
gale for emergency treatment of both fractures and 
gislocations now ranges from five shillings to one and 


a half guineas. 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE 
A meeting of the London Panel Committee was held in the 
Council Chamber of the British Medical Association House, 
favistock Square, on June 23rd, with Dr. H. J. CarpDare 
in the chair. 
Prescribing Statistics 

It was reported that the prescriptions dispensed during the 
thre months January to March, 1931, numbered 2,697,077, 
ss compared with 2,339,254 during the corresponding period 
of 1930. The average total cost per prescription in the first 
quarter of 1931 was 7.62d., as compared with 7.70d. in 1930, 
ad the average number of prescriptions per person on list in 
1931 was 1.42, and in 1930 1.25. 


The Schedule of Appliances 

It was reported that a practitioner had suggested that a 
throat brush should be added to the schedule of appliances 
which might be ordered at the expense of the Chemists’ Fund. 
Arcommendation was made by the Pharmacy Subcommittce 
to inform the Insurance Acts Committee of this request, and 
to ask the committee to approach the Ministry of Health in 
the matter. This recommendation, however, was defeated by 
alarge majority. 


Claims for Payment for Anaesthetist 

A practitioner appeared before the committee in support 
ofhis claim for one guinea as payment for anaesthetist in a 
case which involved the opening up of a peritonsillar abscess. 
This claim had been referred back by the Panel Committee at 
the previous meeting. The practitioner stated that he had 
attempted the operation prior to the use of an anaesthetic, 
but that the rigidity of the patient’s mouth prevented him 
fom opening it sufficiently to insert his finger. After the 
practitioner had withdrawn the committee resolved, on the 
motion of Dr. CLARKE, seconded by Dr. PartkripGeE, that the 
fee of one guinea be allowed. Dr. HaLiinan suggested that 
the secretary, when acquainting the practitioner with the 
deision of the committee, should point out that had he 
stated all the facts in the first instance much time would have 
been saved. 

The Panel Service Subcommittee reported further considera- 
tion of the question of procedure when claims came forward 
for payment for anaesthetists. It was stated that an arrange- 
ment had been made whereby all future lists of such claims 
should denote those doctors who were practising in partner- 
ship and those who had an assistant. It was also agreed 
to request the Insurance Acts Committee to approach the 
Ministry of Health with a view to the amendment of 
fom G.P.19 (revised) so that the second practitioner 
administering the general anaesthetic should be required to 
Sgn the form in addition to the practitioner making the 
claim, and also to state thereon whether he was a partner or 
assistant of the latter. 


Emergency Treatment 

Arising out of certain correspondence with a practitioner 
who had given treatment in emergency to an insured person 
on another practitioner's list, the CHAIRMAN pointed out that 
it was, of course, the business of a doctor to go to a patient 
when summoned, but when he found that the case was not 
one of urgency it was up to him to charge the patient in the 
ordinary way and not to make a claim on the Emergency 
Fund. In the case out of which the correspondence had 
arisen the practitioner who was called in did not deny that 
when he arrived at the house he found there was practically 
nothing the matter. A little reassurance from him would 
probably have put matters right ; it had been actually a case 
of panic on the part of the relatives. The committee natur- 
ally had to deal with such cases rather strictly. It had to 
consider, first, whether a case was an emergency, and if it 
was not, then the committee was not entitled to award an 
emergency fee. It was also necessary to ascertain whether 
the patient’s own doctor was available. In the case in 
question, the patient (a girl) being in a very nervous con- 
dition, the mother had in fright run for the nearest doctor, 
and admitted that she had made no effort to find her 
daughter’s own practitioner. The chairman thought that the 
secretary, in writing to the practitioner who gave the treat- 
ment, should explain the grounds on which the committee had 
to act, and also what the practitioner should have done in 
such a case. The committee agreed that the account for 
emergency treatment in this case should be disallowed. 

This meeting concluded the committee’s year, and votes 
of thanks were passed to the chairman and other officers. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE 
A meeting of the London Insurance Committee was held 
on June 25th. The committee had at a previous meeting 
expressed the view, in connexion with a particular case arising 
under the terms of service, that the terms should be amended 
so as to impose upon every practitioner a definite obligation 
to make a standing arrangement with one or more deputies, 
and also to arrange for any patients who applied to him 
or at his surgery for treatment at a time when he was not 
personally available to be referred to such deputies. It was 
now reported that the matter had been referred to the Joint 
Consultative Committee of the Panel and Insurance Com- 
mittees. The opinion of. that body was that it was very 
desirable that a practitioner should have a standing arrange- 
ment with another practitioner to act for him in a case 
of emergency if he himself was not personally available ; 
it was common knowledge that many practitioners had such 
an arrangement, and it was the constant advice of the Panel 
Committee that such an arrangement should be made. It 
was the view of the Consultative Committee, however, that 
it was not practicable for effect to be given to the suggestion 
that a definite obligation must be imposed by regulation upon 
the practitioner to make such an arrangement, however de- 
sirable such an arrangement might be. 

Some question has lately arisen as to the role of the 
Insurance Committee, consisting as it does of a majority 
of lay members, in expressing an opinion on the medical 
questions involved in range of service cases. Hitherto the 
committee has been invited to concur in the opinion of the 
Local Medical Committee that the services described in 
various cases fell into the category of services involving the 
application of special skill and experience which general 
practitioners as a class could not reasonably be expected 
to possess, and that the practitioners concerned did possess 
the necessary skill and experience. Henceforth the phrase 
‘‘agree with’’ is to be substituted for the phrase ‘* concur 
in’’ the opinion of the Local Medical Committee, so as 
to follow the strict wording of the regulation, which provides 
that if the Insurance Committee and the Local Medical 
Committee disagree, the matter shall be submitted to 
referees. 

In a case in which a practitioner had failed to keep records 
—only 8 cards out of 223 bearing entries of attendances or 
visits for 1930—it was reported that the Minister had warned 
the practitioner that if the dereliction was repeated a sub- 
stantial sum might be deducted from his remuneration. 
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MEDICAL PATENTS 

Srr,—The weakness of the main appeal in Dr. H. H. 
Dale’s letter lies in the fact that it refuses to face issues. 
Dr. Dale served upon a committee which I believe was 
honestly ignorant of the full details of the patent law 
which it sought to amend. Having realized that a mistake 
was made this committee has endeavoured to set right the 
condition which was created by its mistaken attitude ; 
and the Council, which supported it in its wrong action, 
has, at the request of the Representative Body, recon- 
sidered its opinion and reported as indicated in your 
Supplement of April 25th, 1931, and in Dr. Dale's letter 
in the Supplement of June 27th. In any case the 
dedicated patents suggestion is now dead, in view of the 
withdrawal of the support of the main chemical societies 
and organizations, and in view of the adverse way in 
which the Board of Trade’s Patents Committee has 
already reported upon this scheme. 

There remains, however, a situation still to be dealt 
with. It is obvious that research work differs in many 
ways, and the rewards of research workers differ as widely 
as do those of clinical workers. With many, research is 
poorly paid, and leads only as a step to academic and 
other appointments, and is therefore a means to an end. 
The research worker who works only for his interest in his 
work has his reward too. There are those, also, who 
work because they see work ahead which is to be done, 
and, interest or no interest, they decide to tackle the job 
since they believe they may be of use. These, to my 
mind, constitute the most disinterested. 

Essentially, therefore, so far as economics are concerned, 
there are two classes of research workers—those who enter 
a State-paid or other appointment and thus become 
creative, and those whose research depends upon the 
financing of their own work by themselves. If the latter 
take advantage of a perfectly legitimate system whereby, 
with letters patent and by the sale or proper development 
of such, their researches may be financed, then the former 
group, paid out of public funds, have no ground for com- 
plaint at the action of the latter group. Dr. Dale is 
concerned with the question of secrecy: surely it is better 
that a man should keep secret such work until it is 
patented rather than not break any fresh ground at all. 
Moreover, it is very largely a bogy of Dr. Dale's creation. 
I have not found any research workers refuse to discuss 
their work with me because I have taken out patents, 
nor have I refused to discuss my work with them at the 
proper time. The patent law provides ample safeguards 
against any possible monopoly, and in any event it only 
allows protection for a stated period of time, which is 
relatively transient in the history of research in general. 

One of the main research problems of to-day is to know 
how to apply the enormous potentialities of modern 
organic and physical chemistry to the study of the cure 
of known infections. This is a field in which Dr. Dale 
himself has taken a prominent part, and he will forgive 
me if I refer especially to it. I believe that it is a fact 
that the heavy chemical industries of Germany are partly 
supported by the profits made by those manufacturing 
concerns which were far-sighted enough to realize that only 
by the development of these, then minor issues, would the 
industry as a whole be put upon a sound footing. The 
result is that to-day Germany has a vast array of experts 
working in the field of chemotherapy. The possibilities 
of the patent law were taken advantage of and further 
development assured. Official medical circles in this 
country, with no adequate realization of what the patent 
law really means, have held aloof from realizing the 
potentialities for further development which lay behind 
a proper use of this system. Rightly or wrongly, this is 
a fact. 

I honestly believe that it is as ethical for any individual 
to endeavour to finance his own researches by the proper 
use of this system as it is for a man to receive a salary 
from the State for full-time research work, or for a surgeon 
to receive his fees for his services. I do not believe that 
there has been a single case where unfair advantage has 


been taken of this method by a medical man or 
vast profits have resulted or are really likely to al 
a medical man who is accustomed to rubbing sho ‘ 
with his fellow workers. I do oppose, however the hin, 
protestations of those who have such q_ ai 
2 tradition ’’ when all the time their own research r 
is being turned out at the expense of others whe a 
tribute to the State. 
represent the whole of research in this or any 
country. Dr. Dale is surely ungenerous in not yan 
that there is a real spirit of service in the work which lies 
behind those men who finance their own work. I ¢ 

him to come to Manchester and see some such work doe 
and still maintain his attitude. - 

The B.M.A. has raised this question: it was not Taisel 
by others who, like myself, were content to plod qui 
along. The least they can do now is to realize that 
common-sense view of the situation is necessary, and that 
research is not the prerogative of the whole-time worker 
Active practice in one’s profession—be it surgery, medicine 
or pathology—keeps alive the spirit of enthusiasm for one’s 
work, and although results may be slower in coming, the 
spur of having to work to find money for one’s research 
makes for clearer thinking in deciding the lines to pursye 

I have every confidence that the fairness of the pp 
fession will realize that it is only just to grant to these 
men the same ethical status and the same good comrade. 
ship as they grant to those who, in the same Cause, ar 
labouring to reduce the toll of human suffering. The 
methods may be different, the object is the same. This,

CERTIFICATION. OF INSURED PATIENTS _ 
Sir,—In common with other practitioners, I have this 
week received my first memorandum on certification fo 
the last months of 1930, in which returns are analysed 
and dissected to the full, and I find that, to my discredit, 
9.6 per cent. of my panel received first certificates instead 
of 8.9 per cent., but that, to my credit, I managed ty 
get them back to work in 20.1 days instead of the 
approved 21.1 days. But that is the least of the indict 
ment. In the last three months of the year I find:

Right away we are up against a statistical and logical 
fallacy—namely, inferring from the less to the greater 
and basing percentage results on such a small number ; for 
example, in the above numbers one single case turning 
one way or another can sway the results by 14 per cent. 
But that apart, permit me to make one or two observe 
tions. Unfortunately, owing to the time which had 
elapsed, I have found it difficult, indeed impossible, to 
search out the seven cases mentioned ; but I have done 
the next best thing, and have searched out, as far a 
I can find, all the cases I have had referred in the past 
six months. Briefly, I find eight cases referred, four 
signed off as found ‘‘ capable ’’—percentage 50. The four 
‘* delinquents ’’ are interesting and worthy of note.

BENEDICT’S SOLUTION FOR INSURED PERSONS 
$x—In expressing astonishment that the London Panel 
(ymmittee has decided that Benedict’s solution does not form 

of Medical Benefit, Dr. Barton has not appreciated the 
gope of the inquiry, and apparently is not familiar with the 
Regulations governing Medical Benefit. 

Benedict’s solution is not a drug or medicine, but a reagent. 
Sich preparations cannot be ordered at the cost of the 
(hemists’ Fund unless they are specified in either the Drug 
furiff or the list of exceptions appended to the local distribu- 
fon scheme. The issue before the Panel Committee was to 
decide whether this reagent, under the present Regulations, 
s included in Medical Benefit. The question of whether it 
sould be so included was not before the committee, and
